Fire  in  Spanish  Fork 
destroys  stores ,  books

SPANISH  FORK  -  Fire  swept  through  the 
downtown  section  here  Monday,  gutting  two 
businesses,  severely  damaging  a  third  and 
destroying  thousands  of  books  stored  by  the 
Utah  Bookmobile. 

Second  Asst.  Fire  Chief  H.D.  Snow  called  it 
one  of  the  worst  fires  in  the  city’s  history. 

The  blaze  broke  out  about  7:30  a.m.  in  the 
Tally-Ho  Clothing  Store  on  North  main 
Street.  A  passerby,  Roger  Knotts,  noticed 
smoke  coming  from  the  building  and  called 
the  Spanish  Fork  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

By  the  time  firemen  arrived,  the  blaze  was 
raging  out  of  control,  spreading  south  to  a 
Montgomery  Ward  catalog  outlet  and  into 
Forsey’s  Variety  Store.  It  also  moved  north 


into  the  bookmobile  storage  area,  consuming 
thousands  of  library  books. 

Firemen  battled  the  first  for  nearly  three 
hours  before  bringing  it  under  control. 

Asst.  Chief  Snow,  who  supervised  the  fight, 
said  false  ceilings  in  the  buildings  hampered 
firefighters,  and  it  wasn’t  until  the  flames 
broke  through  the  roofs  that  they  could  be 
controlled. 

When  finally  under  control,  the  fire  had 
gutted  the  Tally-Ho  store  and  Montgomery 
Ward’s.  Severe  fire,  water  and  smoke  damage 
was  occurred  in  the  Bookmobile  warehouse 
and  Forseys. 

Firemen  said  there  was  no  immediate 
estimate  of  damage,  but  local  realtors  guessed 
it  could  exceed  $300,000  or  $400,000. 

There  was  also  no  known  cause,  although  a 
malfunctioning  boiler  was  one  of  the 
possibilities  listed.

ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie’s 
nomination  for  new  Social 
Office  vice  president  will  be 
brought  before  the  Executive 
Council  for  approval 
Thursday. 

Craig  Mecham,  a  senior  in

Pedersen 
announced  his  resignation  last 
Wednesday  and  Henrie 
received  the  resignation 
officially  Monday  evening. 

Pedersen  said  he  had  been 
approached  by  a  group  of 
students  and  was  urged  by 
them  to  remain  in  office.

Pedersen  is  now  looking  for 
a  job.  “I’ve  been  spending  20 
hours  a  week  up  here,  and  I 
guess  maybe  now  I’ll  be 
working  the  soda  pop 
machines  20  hours  a  week,” 
he  said. 

Henrie  said  the  choice  of  a 
nominee  to  succeed  Pedersen 
is  “still  up  in  the  air,”  but 
that  he  hopes  to  announce  a 


decision  soon. 

Mecham  served  as  Social 
Office  Vice  President  during 
the  summer.  He  has  also 
served  as  public  relations 
director  and  as  an 
administrative  assistant  for 
the  office.

During  the  conference, 
Lyman  voiced  support  of  last 
week’s  statement  by  the 
Provo  City  Commission 
which  gave  “qualified 
endorsement”  of  the  project’s 
base  site. 

The  Sociological  Impact 
Study,  however,  does  not 
include  an  assessment  of  the 
impact  the  base  site  could 
have  on  Provo,  said  Dr.  J. 
Lynn  England,  the  BYU 
sociologist  who  headed  the 
study’s  team  of  researchers. 

Report  contracted 

Dr.  England’s  report  was 
prepared  on  contract  with  the 
U.S.  Forest  Service,  Utah 
County  and  the  City  of 
Provo.  It  projects  the 
socio-cultural  impact  the 
proposed  resort  would  have 
on  Provo  and  surrounding 
communities,  showing  that 
“values  and  beliefs  itt  the 
areas  of  religion,  sex,  drug  use 


and  honesty  differ 
significantly”  between  skiers 
and  the  residents  of  Utah 
County. 

According  to  the  report, 
skiers  are  younger,  more 
educated  and  more  affluent 
than  the  average  Utah  County 
resident.  Dr.  England  said 
differences  in  opinions 
between  skiers  and  non-skiers 
were  not  because  of  age.  “We 
did  run  a  control  comparison 
where  we  looked  at  age 
differences,”  he  said.  “The 
social  differences  were 
maintained  when  we 
accounted  for  age.  .  .  .” 

LDS  skiers 

Dr.  England  also  said  when 
LDS  and  non-LDS  skiers  were 
compared,  there  was  no 
difference  in  their  opinions. 

The  study  also  showed 
there  are  clear  cultural 
differences  between  residents 
in  non-resort  communities 
and  those  living  near  ski 
resorts.  Non-ski1  community 


residents  tend  to  be  more 
traditional  in  their  values  and 
attitudes,  while  ski  area 
residents  value  freedom  from 
social  constraints. 

The  study  was  divided  into 
two  parts.  First,  the  attitudes 
and  beliefs  of  skiers  were 
compared  with  those  of  the 
residents  in  Orem,  Provo  and 
Springville.  The  skier  sample 
was  obtained  by  asking  skiers 
in  lift  lines  their  names  and 
addresses.  They  were  then 
sent  questionnaires  on  the 
importance  of  facilities  and 
service  to  them,  the  way  they 
spend  money  and  their  values 
and  beliefs.  Resorts  in 
Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming, 
Utah  and  Arizona  were 
surveyed. 

A  similar  questionnaire  on 
the  attitudes  of  local 
residents  toward  local 
facilities,  as  well  as  the 
respondents’  beliefs  and 
attitudes,  was  sent  to  a 
random  sample  of  people

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Daniel  P.  Moynihan, 
controversial  U.S.  ambassador 
to  the  United  Nations  who 
recently  complained  of  lack 
of  support,  submitted  his 
resignation  Monday, 
administration  sources  said. 

There  had  been  new  reports 
that  Moynihan  would  resign 
following  a  controversial 
cablegram  he  sent  to 
Secretary  of,  State  Henry 
Kissinger  and  all  U.S. 
embassies  complaining  about 
lack  of  support  for  his 
campaign  to  break  up  an 
anti-American  voting  bloc  at 
the  United  Nations. 

After  the  cablegram 
appeared  in  the  press  last 
week,  White  House  Press 
Secretary  Ron  Nesson  said: 

“Pat  is  supported  by  the 
President,  the  secretary  of 
state  and  the  top  officials  of 
the  State  Department.” 

Secretary  of  State  Henry 
Kissinger  said  at  the  time 
there  had  been  some  criticism 
of  Moynihan’s  outspoken 
approach  to  U.S.  diplomacy 
within  the  department,  but 
he  dismissed  them. 

Privately,  however, 
traditional  American 
diplomats  continued  to 
grumble  about.  Moynihan’s 
outspoken  ways. 

Moynihan  is  known  to  have 
been  acting  on  instructions 
when  he  excoriated  President 
Idi  Amin  of  Uganda  in 
October  and  when  he  blasted 
proponents  of  a  resolution

equating  Zionism  with 
racism. 

But  he  acted  on  his  own  in 
linking  the  Organization  of 
African  Unity  to  an  Amin 
diatribe,  leading  to  a 
comment  by  Kissinger  that  he 
would  have  expressed  himself 
“in  a  more  restrained 
manner.”

LDS  artists  were 
admonished  Sunday  by  Elder 
Boyd  K.  Packer  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  to 
capture  the  spirit  of  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  in  their 
art  forms. 

At  the  12-stake  fireside 
Sunday,  Elder  Packer  told 
members  of  the  audience  to 
use  their  gifts  and  talents  to 
worship  the  Lord  through 
their  art.  He  also  emphasized 
the  importance  of  using 
appropriate  music  in  church 
meetings. 


Elder  Packer  said  gifted 
persons  should  preserve  the 
church’s  heritage  in  art, 
dance,  music,  drama  and 
literature,  instead  of 
attempting  to  impress  the 
world  with  their  talents. 

Gifted  people  are  not  more 
deserving  than  others  but  are 
more  responsible,  said  Elder 
Packer.  If  they  use  their  gifts 
in  the  right  way, 
opportunities  will  be  given 
them  to  use  their  talents,  he 
said. 

Elder  Packer  warned  the 
audience  of  the  possibility  of 
leaving  their  gifts  behind  after 
this  life.  He  said  he  feels, 
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‘Gifts  properly  used  will  stay 
with  them  beyond  the  veil,” 

“It  is  so  sad  when  gifted 
persons  do  not  have  a  sense 
of  propriety,”  Elder  Packer 
>aid.  He  added  that  when 
nusicians  are  allowed  to  do 
what  they  want  in  church 
meetings,  often  their 
selections  do  not  invite  the 
spirit. 

Much  prayerful  and  careful 
attention  should  be  given  to 
music  that  can  inspire,  said 
Elder  Packer.  He  added  that 
instructions  have  been  given 
to  stake  presidents  to  give 
preference  to  hymns  as 
musical  selections. 

Some  members  complain  of 
the  same  songs  being  sung  at 
every  conference.  “So  what,” 
said  Elder  Packer.

Elder  Packer  warned 
faculty  members  against  the 
use  of  “degenerate”  authors. 
He  suggested  that  they  study 
works  of  past  saints  like 
Orson  F.  Whitney  and  C.C.A. 
Christensen  and  give 
assignments  to  uplift 
students. 

Elder  Packer  said 
Christensen  was  not  a  great 
painter,  but  his  paintings  are 
masterful  because  of  the 
simple  reverence  captured  in 
them. 

“It  is  sad  but  true.  Those 
who  can  preserve  our  heritage 
are  they  who  try  to  impress 
the  world,”  he  said.

The  switch  resulted  from  a 
survey  sent  td  KBYU-FM 
listeners.  Some  of  the 
feedback  received  suggested 
the  32, 000-watt  station  vary 
the  types  and  periods  of 
classical  music  throughout 
the  day,  said  Kendell. 

Often,  listeners  were  only 
able  to  tune  in  during  certain 
time  of  the  day  and  wish  to 
hear  music  other  than  the  one 
era  or  form  that  was  playing 
that  hour,  he  continued. 

Discussion  Programs 

Along  with  classical  music, 
KBYU-FM  broadcasts 
informative  programs 
featuring  discussions  on  the 
fine  arts.  One  such  program, 
entitled  “Excursions,”  heard 
evenings  at  9  p.m. 

According  to  Nancy 
Rasmussen,  Kendell’s 
'  assistant,  these  programs 
usually  follow  a  forum  type 
format.  “Excursions”  may  be 
an  interview,  a  series  of 
interviews  or  discussions  of 
different  aspects  of  a 
particular  art  or  music 
subject. 

The  broadcasting  format  of 
KBYU-FM  has  helped  the 
station  “receive  good 
recommendations  from 
colleges  as  being  a  station 
that  knows  what  they’re 
doing  in  the  profession  of 
.  broadcasting,”  said  Kendell. 

Popular  announcers 

However,  “It’s  not  playing 
classical  music  alone  that  has 
given  KBYU  a  good 
reputation,  it  is  also  the  radio 
announcers,”  said  Kendell, 
KBYU  is  88.9  on  FM  dial. 

Most  full-time  announcers 
are  hired  because  of  their 
classical  music  knowledge, 
said  Kendell.  In  fact,  one 
announcer  did  not  have 
previous  training  in 
broadcasting  and  had  to  be 
taught  how  to  operate  the 
equipment. 

The  classical  music  and  fine 
arts  format  began  two  years 
ago.  Previously,  the  station 
broadcast  music  types  ranging 
from  jazz  and  folk  to 
classical. 

The  change  was  made 
because  KBYU-FM  decided 
“the  need  (in  classical  music) 
was  not  being  met,”  said 
Kendell.  The  average  number 
of  listeners  tuning  to  the 
station  ,each  week  increased 
by  63  per  cent  since  the 
change,  he  added. 


According  to  the  American 
Research  Bureau,  KBYU-FM 
had  7,200  listeners  in  1973 
and  11,700  in  1975. 

Equally  important  was  the 
fact  that  the  average  listener 
increased  his  listening  time  by 
207  per  cent,  according  to 
background  information 
released  by  KBYU-FM.  That 
figure,  coupled  with,  the 
increase  in  new  listener  time, 
raised  the  total  listening  time 
by  almost  400  per  cent.

Returning”  is  a  well-done 
drama  with  points  of  high 
comedy.

.  The  play,  by  Fran  Smeath, 
is  about  the  Mormon 
characters  Katharine 
KeUerman  Whitney  and  Gil 
Whitney  from  the  time  of 


their  marriage  in  1844  to 
their  reunion  in  1847  after  a 
separation  of  a  year  and  a 
half.  The  play  covers  their 
trials  and  misunderstandings 
before,  during  and  after  the 
time  Gil  Whitney  leaves  for 
Oregon  on  an  expedition  for 
the  church. 

Aaron  Paxton,  the 
Whitneys’  friend,  as  played 
by  Charles  Lynn  Frost,  is  a 
bright  spot  in  the  play.  Frost 
gives  an  excellent 
performance  in  his  portrayal 


of  the  Scotsman,  right  down 
to  his  Scottish  brogue.  He 
balances  the  seriousness  of 
the  play  with  humor.

Steve  Baster  was 
second  with  a  best  jump  of  22-2  and  Dave  Lowry  took 
third  (21.9). 

Jouko  Kokkonen  won  the  60-yard  high  hurdles,  as  the 
Cougars  took  the  first  three  places.

Other  top  BYU  freestylers  were  Mark  McGregor,  first  in 
the  100,  with  a  47.2  time ;  Wally  Andelin,  racing  1 :47  in  the 
200;  and  senior  Rick  Rameson,  at  4:54  in  the  500. 

The  Cougars  swept  all  of  the  first  four  positions  in  the 
50-meter  freestyle,  led  by  Lyle  Christofferson’s  21.7  and  Joe 
Brown’s  21.9.  Third  and  fourth  went  to  James  Jefferies  and 
Jim  Tingey,  respectively.  , 

As  a  team,  BYU  seized  both  first  and  second  in  the  400 
medley  relay  with  3:33  and  3:46  finishes.  UNLV,  however, 
managed  a  first  in  the  400  freestyle  relay,  with  a  nine-second 
margin  over  the  Cougar  team. 

Additional  Cougar  standouts  included  El  Salvador  native 
Piero  Ferracuti,  who  was  2:04  in  the  200  medley  and  2: 14  in 
the  200  breaststroke.  Randy  Letellier  and  Shawn  McNinch 
took  first  and  second,  respectively,  in  the  both  the  one  and 
three-meter  dives.  „ 

“Las  Vegas  was  obviously  a  weak  opponent  for  us,  said 
Coach  Tim  Powers.  “The  meet  was  scheduled  last  year  and  it 
was  too  late  to  make  any  alterations.”  The  Rebels  generally 
contest  the  smaller  schools  of  the  west. 

“We  have  a  young  team  with  good  attitudes,  hard  workers, 
and  a  high  value  placed  on  winning,”  Powers  said.  “We  will 
have  to  be  considered  as  a  top  contender  when  the  WAC 
finals  come  up  in  March,  if  the  kids  continue  to  improve  as 
they  previously  have.” 

Upcoming  on  the  Cougar  slate  is  the  Utah  Invitational

U.S.  Nordic  ski  team  Sunday 
brought  the  number  of 
Americans  in  the  Olympic 
village  to  almost  100. 

Competition  actually 
started  Monday  with  three 
elimination  games  in  hockey. 
The  six  teams  that  will 
compete  for  Olympic  medals 
must  win  preliminary  games 
before  the  opening  ceremony 
officially  starts  the  Games 
Wednesday. 

The  Olympic  flame,  ignited 
by  rays  of  the  sun  in 
Olympia,  Greece,  was 
brougnt  to  Innsbruck  Sunday 
and  presented  in  a 
medieval-style  pageant  in  a 
picturesque  square  in  the 
heart  of  Innsbruck’s  Old  City. 
The  torch  will  be  kept 
burning  in  the  city’s  wedding 
hall  until  a  runner  takes  it 
into  the  Olympic  ice  stadium 
in  the  opening  ceremony. 

Controversy  continued 
Sunday  over  safety 
precautions  being  built  into 
the  dangerous  men’s  downhill 
ski  run  on  towering 
Patscherkofel  Mountain.  The 
race  jury  decided  to  space 
two  compulsory  gates  father 
apart  at  the  dangerous  “ox 
clearing”  to  slow  down  the 
skiers  slightly  and  reduce 
chance  of  injury. 

Even  so,  Austria’s  ace 
downhiller  Franz  Klammer 
almost  fell  in  practice  Sunday 
and  Canada’s  Dave  Irwin, 
who  is  recovering  from  a 
concussion,  tumbled  into 
bundles  of  straw  lining  the 
track  near  the  finish. 

Olympic  officials 
announced  that  the  dip  will 
be  packed  with  snow  for 
Monday’s  training  runs  and 
said  it  should  create  no  more 
problems.
